Information developed in connection with criminal 
investigations of violations of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 - 
Interference with Federally Protected Activities, related to 
court ordered desegregation of Louisville (Jefferson County) 
public schools circa 1975-1976, through forced busing of 
students. Individual identified as ROBERT DE PREZ, employed at 
that time by International Harvester Company (Louisville, 
Kentucky) and residing at 5506 Applegate Lane, Louisville, 
Kentucky, was described by reliable confidential sources as anti- 
bUsing activist with known connections to United Klans of America 
(UKA) , National Organization to Restore and Preserve Our Freedom 
(NAPF) and Citizens Against Busing. ROBERT DE PREZ reportedly 
was arrested September 5-6, 1976, while participating in violent 
anti-busing demonstration at Louisville, Kentucky.
